MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING 


Louisville,  Ky.,  July  3,  1916. 

The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind,  was  held  on  the  above  date. 

Col.  Andrew  Cowan,  President,  in  the  chair  also  present  Messrs.  Rodes, 
Barr  and  Huntoon,  of  the  Local  Board  and  Miss  Susan  B.  Merwin,  Superin- 
tendent Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  July  7,  1915,  were  read  and 
approved.     By  unanimous  vote  the  officers  were  elected  as  follows: 

President — Col.  Andrew  Cowan. 

Vice  President — John  F.  Bledsoe,  Superintendent  Maryland  School  for  the 
Blind. 

Secretary  and  Superintendent — B.  B.  Huntoon. 

Treasurer — Citizens   National   Bank. 

The  resignation  of  Hon.  James  S.  Pirtle  was  received  and  accepted  with 
deep  regret. 

The  firm  of  Meldrum  and  Meldrum,  Public  Accountants  and  Auditors, 
were  granted  more  time  for  the  annual  statement. 

Captain  Alfred  Pirtle  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Local  Board  to  suc- 
ceed his  brother  who  resigned. 

Letters  were  ordered  sent  to  Hon.  J.  S.  Pirtle,  Captain  Alfred  Pirtle  and 
Mr.  John  F.  Bledsoe. 

Vouchers  Nos.  1125  to  1127  were  read,  approved  and  ordered  paid  amount- 
ing to  $19.57. 

Owing  to  conflict  of  dates  of  the  meeting  of  the  American  Printing  House 
for  the  Blind  and  the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind, 
President  Col.  Andrew  Cowan  suggested  that  a  call  signed  by  five  ex-officio 
trustees  for  a  meeting  any  time  after  September  15,  1916. 

The  annual  two  weeks  vacation  for  the  employes  of  the  American  Print- 
ing House  for  the  Blind,  to  begin  August  7,  1916,  was  granted. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.
